Mrs. E. J. Noble Retains Attor- 
ney to Recover Fortune 
Turned Over to Isbell. 


toa “STORY: OF GIFT 





Remembers IlIness-and Trip to 
Hospital, but Nothing About 
Making Present. 


Mrs. E. J. Noble, the 85-y2ar-oi2 wom- 
an, who six weeks ago when she was 
ill and believed at the point of death 
in her home at 1712 Cleveland avenue, 
East St. gave to Samuel L. 


Isbell, 
of $23,000 in bank deposits, now wants 
the money back and has engaged an at- 
torney to represent her. : 

The fact of the gift was made known 
in the Pusc-MAeptrish Sen. 3, through J. 
A. Jones, a real estate dealer, who had 
asked the East St. Louis authorities to 
investigate it. 

At the time of the announcement Mrs. 
Noble had been removed from her East 
St. Louis home to St. Mary’s Infirmary 
at Seventeenth and Papin streets. Her 
condition was very serious then and it 
was thought likely that she would not 
live. 


Louis, 


Tells Story of Gift. 

Mrs, Noble, however, has rapidly re- 
gained her strength and two weeks ago, 
at her own insistence, was removed from 
the infirmary to the home of friends in 
Minnesota avenue, Friday in an inter- 
view with a- Post-Dispatch reporter she 
told the story of the gift for the first 
time. 

“T never intended.’ said Mrs. Noble, 
“to give my money outright to Mr. Is- 
bell. I knew him only as an attorney. 
Once when I was stopping with friends 
in St. Louis he was engaged on some 
legal work for these friends and he per- 
formed the task to their entire satisfac- 
tion. I met him twice at their house. 

‘“‘About two years ago I met him again 
on the street and told him I was think- 
ing of making my will. The will, how- 
ever, was not made and I did not see 
Isbell again until about six weeks ago, 
when he says I gave him my money. 

“IT had read fin the newspapers of mik- 
lions of dollars being given to attor- 
eys in trust, and that was the way in 
which I intended to give mine to Isbel!.”’ 

Isbell Sought Advice. 

Mrs. Noble’s certificates of deposit for 
$23,000 in the State National, Third Na- 
tional and Boatmen’s banks were en- 
dorsed by her to Isbell on the night of 
Dec. 27. The next day Isbell took them 
to the offices of former Judge O'Neil 
Ryan, from whom he sought counsel, 
and told Ryan that Mrs. Isbell had 
given them to him without condition. 
Ryan turned the matter over to Attor- 
ney Guy A. Thompson, who sent Wil- 
liam Ballak, an insurance man, to East 
St. Louis to see Mrs. Noble and investi- 
gate the gift. Ballak reported that Mrs. 








Noble, in so far as he could learn, had 
given her fortune to Isbell, uncondition- 
ally. ’ 

In trying to learn what Mrs. Noble's 
motives might be in making Isbell the 
beneficiary of so startling a gift, Ballak 
said she seemed moved by the fact that 
he had addressed her as’ ‘‘Mother,’’ and 
that she appeared to sympathize with 
Isbell in some private troubles that he 
had. 

Money Placed in Trust. 

A few days later a declaration of 
trust covering Mrs. Isbell’s money was 
drawn up by Judge Ryan and signed by 
Mrs. Noble at St. Mary’s Infirmary, to 
which she had been removed. Isbell! 
was made the chief beneficiary under 
the declaration of trust, with the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. as trustee. By the 
terms of the instrument Mrs. Noble 
was to be supported out of her fortune 
While she lived and at her death the 
bulk was to go to Isbell. 

Under this instrument there were also 
three minor bequests—one of $500 to 
Mrs. Edna Orr, one of $300 to Miss Ethel 
Evans and one of $1000 to Henry L. 
Stadler, cashier of the State National 
Bank. Mrs. Orr and Mrs. Evans are 
Sisters, residing in the neighborhood 
where Mrs. Isbell formerly lived in East 
St. Louis. Mrs. Orr is a widow, who 
keeps a small grocery, and Mrs. Noble 
was one of her customers. 

“I. was surprised,’’ Mrs. Noble told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘when my at- 
torney read that istrument to me the 
cther day. Mrs. Orr and Miss Evans 
are both nice women, but I am under 
no Obligation to them. If I remember 
rightly—you see I have to preface 
everything with an “if,” as I can only 
recollect snatches of what occurred. 
because I was so sick, (—) it was 
Miss Evans who came across the 
bridge with me in the rick-rack.’”’ (In 
speaking of her removal from her home 
in East St. Louis to St. Mary’s In- 
firmary Mrs. Noble always referred to 
the ambulance as the “rick-rack.’’)

Some of the 
men, among them myself, who felt that 
we could afford to give more than oth- 
ers, subscribed $10. Most of this money 
has been used to pay an attorney to 
write the bills. 

“Is money needed for any purpose ex- 
cept to defray the slight expenses you 
are under to come up here?’ asked 
Senator Whitledge of St. Genevieve. 


“There is no great sum needed,’’ said 
Teans, “‘and I wish to explain that the 
Board of Police Commissioners in St. 
Louis will receive a full statement as 
to all money received and expended by 
us. We have nothing to conceal. It 
would be foolish to use the money for 
any improper purposes. We have too 
high a regard for the members of the 
Legislature to countenance such a cam- 
paign. The Board of Police Commis- 
gioners adopted a resolution pefmitting 
members of the department to advocate 
the passage of these salary bills.’’ 

Senator Kinney said he would like to 
get a ‘statement from the treasurer of 
the committee as to what sums had 
been received up to this time. 

“Patrolman Finley is treasurer and 
Patrolman Bretz secretary,” said Jeans. 
“I am sure they will be glad to provide 
you with the necessary information.”’ 


“We understand,”’ said Senator Bro- 
gan, “that Patrolman Bretz spent some 
money up here last week; has he turned 
in an expense account?” 

Sergt. Jeans said he did not know of 
Bretz’s operations.

Evangelical Alliance Attorney 
Says Many Other Mem- 
bers Will Withdraw. 








Three members of the Home Rule 
Committee of One Hundred of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League have withdrawn 
their support from the Bates home rule 
bills and have joined the Evangelical 
Alliance Home Rule Committee, which

Robbins said that the Evangelical Al- 
liance leaders had information’ that 
many other members of the Business 
Men’s League committee had made up 
their minds to withdraw, following the 
incidents before the legislative commit- 
tees in Jefferson City Wednesday night. 

The Rev. Paul H. Linn, chairman of 
the Evangelical Alliance Committee, has 
called a meeting of his organization at 
12:30 Monday at the Mercantile Club, 





said, the salaries of policemen is consid- 
erably higher than they are in St.

He was questioned about the Kansas 
City and St. Joseph Police Departments. 
He knew little about their wage sched- 
ules. Senator Casey of Kansas City in- 
formed the committee that Kansas City 
has 268 patrolmen at $90 a month each 
and they work 12 hours a day. In St. 
Louis the police workday is eight hours. 

Compared With Kansas City. 

Kansas City’s population is one-third 
that of St. Louis and her police force 
less than one-fourth the size of that in 
St. Louis. In St. Joseph, Senator 
Lysaght said the patrolman works 12 
hours and receives $90 a month; the 
sergeants get $90. They have about one 
patrolman for each 1000 population, 
whereas St. Louis has two. 

Sergts. James and Campbell cited fig- 
ures to show that in the last 13 years 
the cost of living had increased 58) per 
cent, whereas St. Louis police salaries 
bad gone up only 10 per cent. 

Whether St. Louis was able to bear 
the additional financial burden imposed 
by the salary bills they did not know, 
nor did they consult Comptroller Taus- 
sig about the matter. They thought, 
they said, they had covered the ground 
when they got permission from the Po- 
lice Board to petition the Legislature 
fot higher salaries. 

Sergt. Jeans, replying to an informal 
question, said he had no objection to the 
proposed amendment to the home rule 
bills giving the Municipal Assembly of 
St. Louis the power to fix police sala- 
ries and limit the organization of the 
department. 

The committee went into executive 
session to consider the bills and decided 
to hold them up temporarily.

LIFE SENTENGE FOR 
MAN WHO KLLED 
N WITH WIE 


Jury Disregards Abbott’s Plea of 
Self Defense When He Shot 
Rawie at Staunton, Ill. 











Selmon Abbott, who killed Emil Rawie 
in Staunton, Ill., when he found him 
driving in a buggy with Mrs. Abbott, 
was found guilty of murder by a jury 
in the Madison County Circuit Court at 
Edwardsville Friday and was sentenced 
to life imprisonment in the Chester pen- 
itentiary. 

Abbott, who is 35 years old, pleaded in 


tion as if to draw a revolver, just be- 
fore Abbott fired on him. But the jury 
refused to give Abbott the benefit of 
any such supposition. 

Mrs. Abbott, who attended the trial, 
seemed indifferent as to her husband’s 
fate. 

The Abbotts had been separated near- 
ly four years at the time of the tragedy 
last October. Abbott, whd was living in 
Livingston, Ill, was not trying to get 
his wife back, it appeared, but he did 
want his horse, which she had kept 
since the separation. 

The testimony was that he got a 
neighbor to drive him _ to Staunton, 
where she was living. -As they got into 
the lightel streets of the town, after 
dark, he saw his horse drawing a 
buggy, and saw that his wife was seat- 
ed in the buggy with a man. 

He halted the rig and stepped up to 
the buggy, he afterward said, to see 
who the man was. An instant later he 
drew his revolver and killed Rawie, 
whom he had never seen before.

Military Experts Doubt Whether 
Bulgars Can Overcome Turk 
Defenses in Straits. 





By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 7.—The war reports 


thus far received here are viewed with 
considerable skepticism, since it is well 
understood that they merely reflect the 
views which the respective army head- 
quarters desire to spread. Yesterday's 
report from Constantinople of losses in- 
flicted by the Turkish fleet on the Bul- 
garian army advancing through the 
Peninsula of Gallipoli today was. de- 
clared unfounded by the Bulgarian War 
Office at Sofia. 

The Bulgarian staff asserts also that 
an Ottoman force which attempted yes- 
terday to advance from Tchatalja in 
the- direttion of Izzedin was repulsed 
quickly by the Bulgarian troops after 
suffering heavy losses. 

Military experts here doubt whether 
the allies, even if they secure a firm 
foothold on the shores of the Sea of 
Marmora, possess sufficient strength in 
siege guns to overcome the powerful de- 
fenses along the Dardanelles Straits. 
Even if they can reduce the forts on 
the European side of the straits, there 
are still stronger forts on the Asiatic 
side which alone would be able to bar 
the passage of the Greek fleet. 

It is asserted in Germany that if the 
cperations of the allies actually threaten 
the forts dominating the Dardanelles, 
the Powers will abandon their position 
as mere spectators.

Both 
men were intoxicated, she said. Killian 
fell from a couch and was cut on the 
forehead, After preparing breakfast for 
the men the next morning, Mrs. Stewart 
and her child left the house and visited 
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her son to gee his father y ms

Stewart testified he and Killian were 


seated at a table in the kitchen just be- 


fore the shooting. A bowl containing 
cracked ice which they were using in 
highballs, he said, was On the table 
Killian mentioned that he had several 
women acquaintances who had given 
him money, Stewart Said, and then made 
& remark about Mrs. Stewart. 

The defendant said he picked up the 
bowl of ice and threatened to throw it 
at Killian and that the latter reached 
for a revolver, which Was on the side- 
board. Stewart said he also reached for 
the weapon and that he and Killian 
both got hold of it. They then strug- 


He called attention to the fact that he 
weighed about 115 pounds and Killian 
about 165 pounds. While he was on the 
floor, Stewart said, he pulled the trig- 
ger of the revolver four times. The last 
bullet he fired, he said, enterea Killian’s 
head. 
Cites Physician's Textimony. 

In arguing the case to the jury Attor- 
ney Newton, representing the State, re- 
ferred to the testimony of Autopsy Phy- 
sicilan Meinhard, which was to the effect 
that a bullet wound in the breast, which 
had perietrated the heart, killed Killian. 
Newton said if that was a fact, then 
Stewart's testimony that Killian con- 
tinued to struggle until he was shot in 
the head could not be a fact. 

Several members of Killjan’s family 
and many of his acquaintances were 
present in Judge Withrow’s court Fri- 
day to hear the remarks of the attor- 
neys.

Palsied Financier Will Be Asked 
to Tell Story of Frenzied 
Finance in Copper. 


GRILLING TO BE. MERCIFUL 


Money Trust. Committee * Will 
Try to’ Get Facts Without 
Injuring Old Man’s Health. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Feb. 7.—The House 
Money Trust inquisitors came to Bruns- 
wick today to attempt to wrest from 
William Rockefeller, 72 years old, palsied 
and almost voiceless, the secrets of his 
financial career as the active agent of 
the so-called Standard Oil group of 
bankers. 

After fleeing squads of subpena serv- 
ers for six months, from New York to 
‘the islands of the Carribean, the Stand- 
ard Oil magnate agreed to present him- 
self for such examination as his physi- 
cian and lawyers would allow. His law- 
yer, John P. Garber of New York, who 
came South yesterday, was on hand to 
guard the financier’s interests. 

Neither Chairman Arsene P. Pujo nor 
Samuel Untermyer, the committee’s law- 
yer, was inclined to subject the enfeebled 
witness to a grilling that would harm- 
fully affect his health. They agreed that 
the examination of Rockefeller in his 
apartments overlooking the sea at his 
Jekyl Island refuge would be brief and 
to the point 

His Financial Career. 

Two incidents in the financial career 
of Rockefeller were the object of the 
long chase. Untermyer wanted to get 
{nto the record the’ history of the»+so- 
called “frenzied finance’ organization of 
the Amalgamated Copper Co. in 1901 and 
the romance of the transactions in 
Amalgamated stock in 1906 and 1907, 
when the securities, after a dizzy climb 
to about 120 points, dropped to 42.. 

Willlam Rockefeller, with the late H. 
H. Rogers; Marcus Daly, Thomas Law- 
son and others, organized the Amalga- 
mated Copper, according to testimony 
already before the committee. They/ ac- 
quired the stock of Boston and on- 
tana, Butte and Boston and other cop- 
per producing companies, which were 
later sold to the new concern at.a big 
increase in price. Untermyer wanted 
the details of this deal from the Stand- 
ard Oil magnate himself. 

Other testimony before the committee 
showed that in 1907 the United Metals 
Selling Co., controlled by Rockefeller 
and Rogers, which handled for the pro- 
ducers:about 66 per cent of the coun- 
try’s copper output, held back the bulk 
of the product from sale, maintaining 
the -price of the metal at 25 cents a 
pound. 
Mearitime on the Stock Exchange, 
dealings in Amalgamated were active at 
high prices.. In October the metal was 
released, the price dropped to 13 cents 
and Amalgamated stock in a falling 
market, dropped to 42. The relation be- 
tween the “‘corner”’ of the United Metals 
Selling Co. and the vigorous campaign 
in Amalgamated in the stock market 
was what Untermyer wanted to get 
from Rockefeller. 

Will Frame Report. 
From Brunswick Untermyer will con- 
tinue south to Palm Beach, Fila., where 
he will spend two weeks framing his 
report on the Money Trust investiga- 
tion. The report probably will reach 
Washington during the last of the pres- 
ent. session’ of Congress. 
Befoére then, however, there will be a 
meeting of the committee at which a 
statistician will develop further from the 
evidence Ufitermyer’s chart purporting 
to spow control by New York, Boston 
and Chicago concerns through interlock- 
ing directorates. 
Chairman Pujo, Counsel Untermyer 
and their following of secretaries and 
newspaper men were taken to Jekyl Is- 
land on the launch of the Jekyl Island 
Club, shortly after their arrival here, 
after a series of railroad delays. It 
was announced that the examination of 
Rockefeller would be private and that 
newspaper men would not be _repre- 
sented.

Former Caddie Bauduy Seeks to 
Divorce Harpist in a New 
York Orchestra.

She Is Known as Beauty. 
Schuetze, his wife declares, is in re- 


ceipt of an income of from $8000 to $10,- 
000 a year from his concert work and 
his royalties from phonographic com- 
panies for whom he chimes records with 
his harp. Mrs. Schuetze is known far 
and wide in musical eircles as the 


ded a musician.”’ 

Going more specifically into her rea- 
sons why she and her husband will 
hereafter lead their lives in different 
keys, Mrs. Schuetze charges, among 
other things, Schuetze has attuned his 
cardiac arpeggios to those of another 
woman. Not content with creating an- 
other love motif for his own life, he nas 
repeatedly urged her, she declares, to 
form a similar alliance of heart for 
herself. 

Schuetze gave up his solo life on July 
3, 1902, when he took the Western beauty 
for his bride. Their lives were a sym- 
phony for only one month, for so Mrs. 
Schuetze asserts in her sworn state- 
ment. In August of the same year 
Schuetze began. a course of “repeated 
acts of unnatural and vicious cruelty 
and violence upon her person.’ This, 
she swears, continued until January, 
191¢. 

From December, 1911, to January, 1912, 
Mrs. Schuetze alleges, the harpist ‘‘di- 
rected and suggested’ that she associ- 
ate with other men. He stated to her, 
so the paper sets forth, that ‘‘she need- 
ed a strong man in her life, that she 
was too attractive to have anything 
else, and that she required someone else 
in her life.’’ 

Schuetze announced, so Mrs. Schuetze 
declares, that he was ‘‘in love with a 
certain other woman, which relieved 
him of the necessity of his wife’s love 
and attentions.’’ 

Furthermore, Mrs. Schuetze_ says, 
matters came to such a pass that, last 
month, he abandoned her and refused 
to live with, support or speak to her.

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LOAN SHARK LEGISLATION. 

The Post-Dispatch has heretofore advised vic- 
tims of loan sharks to defy their tormentors. 
Under present laws usury is forbidden, and usu- 
rious contracts and mortgages are declared void. 

But there are persons so sensitive, or who be- 
come involved so deeply, or who do not know the 
law, that they will rather commit suicide than 
seek a legal remedy. This being so, it devolves: 
upon the Legislature, which now has two bills 
for the control of loan sharks before it, to pass a 
law which will make it as difficult and hazardous 
as possible for individuals or corporations to 
drive borrowers to despair. A heavier penalty 
would be in line with this suggestion.

No municipality shall build, maintain and 
operate for other than municipal purposes any 
works or systema for the manufacture or sup- 
plying of gas or electricity for lighting pur- 
poses or for the distribution and supplying 
of water without a certificate of authority 
granted by the commission. If the certi- 
ficate of authority is refused, no further pro- 
ceedings shall be taken by such municipality 
before the commission, but a new application 
may be made therefor after one year from 
the date of such refusal. The commission 
may by its order impose such condition or 
conditions as it may deem reasonable and 
necessary. Uniess exercised within a period 
of two years from the grant thereof authority 
conferred by such certificate of convenience 

. and necessity issued by the commission shall 

_be null and void. | 

Why should it be necessary for municipalities 
to obtain permission from the commission to 
build, maintain and operate gas, electricity and 
water systems for other than municipal purposes? 
What reason can there be except to put obstacles 
in the way of cities owning and operating works 
for the purpose of supplying the people with gas, 
water and electricity for general use? 

‘Experience has proved that municipal water- 
works supplying all the water required by the peo- 
ple are far superior to privately owned water- 
works. There is no reason why municipal plants 
for the manufacture of gas and electricity for 
municipal purposes should not be extended with 
advantage to supply the public with these utili- 
ties. They have been tried with success. Munici- 
pal gas and electrical plants give the people 
cheaper gas and electricity. Why should not the 
people reap the profits of these natural monop- 
olies that now go, under franchise grants, into 
private pockets?” 

There are too many obstacles now to the owner- 
ship and operation of all public utilities for gen- 
eral purposes. The cities are hampered by legal 
restrictions that should be wiped out, 

-Instead of hobbling cities in the building and 
operating of municipal utilities for the benefit of 
the people, they should be encouraged. The pro- 
posed commission is intended to protect the peo- 
ple from the rapacity and tyranny of public uti- 
lity corporations, not to restrain them from pro- 
tecting themselves by municipal ownership. 

The Legislature should eliminate the clause and 
pass a law enabling cities to build, maintain and 
operate public utility systems and to issue bonds 
for the purpose whenever they find it advanta- 
geous to do so. As Gov. Dunne of Illinois said 
in his message, the mere power to do this has 
an excellent regulative effect on public utility 


corporations.

Our cars are 
not only crowded mornings and evenings, but on 
some of the busy lines at nearly all times of day, 
as reports show. Even the owl cars are crowded. 
Hundreds of people walk home after 12 o'clock 
at night, rather than wait an hour for an owl 
car; and they are not furnishing any service at 
all for newly developed outlying districts which 
they admit should have service. Now, for the 
remedy. I submit this for consideration: Better 
service demanded between 12 and 2 a.m. A fare 
of one cent where no seat is provided when pass- 
erger enters car; freight rates should not be as 
high as passenger service. Extension lines when 
built by other capital inside the present city 
limits to be put on a transfer footing with equal 
division of fare.

Rowan of Carlinville, IIl., 


Prior to last night not much was 
known here of Rowan’s ability as a 
boxer; but on the strength of his show- 
ing against Magirl he should have but 
little trouble in securing matches before 
the local clubs and will be a drawing 
card. He 1s a good boxer, a willing 
mixer, game to the core and showed 
himself to be a thorough sportsman by 
strictly adhering to the rules and re- 
sorting to nothing that savored of un- 
fairness. 

That he is- possessed of good hit- 
ting ability was demonstrated par- 
ticularly in the second round, when he 
sent Magirl to the canvas for a count 
of nine. Rowan had been forcing Magir) 
to do much side-stepping and breaking 
ground to avoid him. Finally, Magirl 
had backed against the ropes on the east 
side of the ring and was preparing to 
fight his way out of a tight place when 
Rowan jabbed a left straight to the face 
and instantly followed it with a right- 
hand uppercut just as Magirl ducked 
with the hope of escaping. Instead, he 
received the full. force of Rewan’s blow 
just under the:chin. Magirl fell to the , 
lower rope, balanced there for just an | 
instant and then pitched forward. 

I had begun to count and it must have 
seemed to many that Magirl was fated 
to be a loser. He recovered sufficiently, 
however, to rise at the count of nine 
and by covering and doing some good 
footwork he gradually regained his bear- 
ings and by the end of the round he 
was holding his own and out of danger. 

Rowan’s Good In-Fighting. 

Rowan’s best work is done when close 
to his opponent, by the use of short jolts 
with either hand and uppercutting with 
his right. He is a good judge of dis- 
tance at this style and lands his blows 
in effective manner. For the first two 
rounds he outboxed the eager Magirl, 
who kept crowding in close and getting 
the worst of it. When Magirl discovered 
his mistake he stood off and used his 
left to good advantage at long range 
and shooting over his right for some 
hard blows to the head. Then, too, he 
used a shift that enabled him to land 
some hard swings. 

Some hard exchanges occurred in the 
third round and on one occasion a hard 
right cross from Magirl whirled Rowan 
like a top, but Magirl was unabBle to fol- 
low up his advantage quickly enough to 
prevent Rowan from covering and in 
this way stopping the many blows Ma- 
girl was trying desperately hard to put 
to his face. 

Not much harder boxing has been seen 
than was done by both men in_ the 
fourth and fifth rounds, and some heavy 
exchanges took place. At times Rowan 
was forced to caver and then Magiri 
would have to do some mighty nice side- 
stepping to escape. It was clever work 
and neither could gain an advantage. 

In the sixth round Magirl assumed the 
upper hand and outboxed and outhit his 
opponent. Three times in this round 
Magirl landed hard rights to Rowan’s 
left eye, and I was surprised to notice 
how quickly Rowan recuperated. I 
would not have been at all surprised to 
hase seen him go down from any one 
of them. All this time Rowan was fight- 
ing back hard and Magiri was kept hard 
at work. The minute’s rest between this 
round and the next seemed to have done 
Rowan much good and he started off 
in the seventh as if he was about to re- 
verse mattera, and managed to land a 
number of blows before Magirl could 
pull himself together. Soon as Magirl 
could set himself, however, he began to 
exchange blow for blow with -Rowan, 
and the latter was noticeably weaker 
when the round closed, with Magirl hav- 
ing had slightly the best of it. 

Magirl came out for the eighth and 
last round strong and aggressive, while 
Rowan was willing, but weaker. His 
strength held out for the first few 
punched and then he was forced to cover 
for protection. Even this did not save 
him from considerable punishment, but 
he was able to prevent the knockout 
Magirl was trying hard for, though 
when the round ended he was swaying 
like a reed in the breezes.
